agreement, and annexing the 
Allareo-owned land into the 
town, The proposal is for 
two neighborhoods, which is 
in accordance with the 
town’s outline plan, 

Asked what he saw as a 
target date, Dr. Allard said 
“our feeling is that Phase 
one (250 acres from ser- 
vicing point, one logical ser- 
vicing unit), could conceiv- 
ably start next year and take 
three years to complete,’’ 
The whole plan, he felt might 
be completed” in 9 = 12 
years, 


Under town policy 10 per 
cent of the total area would 
be taken as public reserve, 
which, together with land 
allocated for school and 
commercial use, leaves 
approximately 525 acres for 
residential landuse, ‘ 

Recommendations from 
the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission, 
Planner John Woodroffe and 
the Athabasca University 
authority are under study by 
council, but chairman Bak- 
ker pointed out that the MD 
Sturgeon area plan, school 
boards recommendations, 
and further engineering re- 
ports must still be consider- 
ed before any approval would 
be granted. Bukker further 
made clear that the develop- 
ers should be aware of the 
fact that offsite charges are 
being increased, and that 
council will not tolerate any 
increase in population den- 
sity. 

At their meeting Monday 
night, council unanimously 
endorsed committee action 
in referring the develop- 
ment for further reports.

single greatest factor. If 
the school program can be 
made interesting and att- 
ractive by recognizing the 
uniqueness of each child and 
then can organize a program 
in such a manner as to per-

The superintendent

Hog Board 
asks for 


changes in 
deficiency 


payments 


The Alberta Hog Produc- 
ers Marketing Board has 
asked the federal govern- 
ment to reconsider its hog 
deficiency payments under 
the Agriculture Stabilization 
Board, 

The minimum obligation 
of the Stabilization Board 
under the existing formula 
{s based on the difference 
between the national weight 
average price of any curr- 
ent year and 80 per cent of 
the previous 10 year natlon- 
al weighted average price. 
Deficiency payment its limi- 
ted for any single producer 
to a maximum of 100 hogs 
indexing 100 or over, 

“The formula however, 
does not include any pro- 
vision to offset the declin- 
ing value of the dollar re- 
sulting from inflation,”’ Dr, 
Jeffery said in a letter to 
the federal minister of agri- 
culture, 

Dr. Jeffery said the Alb- 
erta Hog Producers Mar- 
keting Board strongly re- 
commends that the Agricul- 
ture Stabilization Board 
seriously consider adjust- 
ing the floor price of hogs 
upwards to provide for: 

1) A floor price of 90 
per cent of the last 10 year 
floating average national 
price, and, 

2) Payment to be made on 
a maximum of 200 hogs 
regardless of grade for any 
single producers, 

‘Floor prices under the 
existing system would be 
about $24 per hundred weight 
for 1971, However, {f the 
Board's proposal is accep- 
ted, it would have the effect 
of adjusting the floor price 
upwards to about #27 per 
hundred weight dressed,’’

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Light up for Christmas safely 


Decorative Christmas 
lighting, both inside and out- 
side the home, becomes 
more popular each year, But 
electric lighting can pose 
some serious hazards so 
follow this advice from the 
Consumers’ Association of 
Canada for a safe and bright 
Christmas, 

If you are adding to your 
stock of indoor tree lights 
look for the CSA certifica- 
tion mark when you buy, 
This mark symbolizes the 
approval of the Canadian 
Standards Association and is 
a wise precaution on all 
electrical equipment, 

The ideal tree light set 
of the conventional kind 
Should be light in weight 
but with sockets strong 
enough to resist breaking 
or cracking if accidentally 
stepped on. Lights should 
have a method for secure 
fastening to tree branches, 
usually a metal or plastic 


clip, To reduce tangling and 
improve appearance parall- 
el-wired sets should have 
all the cords inside a single 
covering, 

Before hanging the old 
string of lights check bulbs, 
sockets and wiring thor- 
oughly, Discard defective 
lights and any wiring that 
ls frayed or bare. Follow 
all instructions provided by 
the manufacturer; the safety 
features built into equipment 
can be nullified by careless 
or improper installation and 
use, 

Do not use electrical 
equipment on metal trees, 
A power leak could serious- 
ly injure anyone who touches 
the tree. Instead, use off- 
tree flood or spotlighting. 

When it comes to illum- 
inating the outside of your 
home, again remember the 
CSA symbol, This time buy 
decorative lights and equip- 
ment which have been tested 


and approved by the Cana- 
dian Standards Association 
and identified for OUTDOOR 
use, 

Outdoor lights have wea- 
therproof sockets and heav- 
fer wiring than those for 
indoor use. 

Parallel-wired strings of 
outdoor lights with an in- 
termediate base are best. 
These hold the largest size 
of decorative bulbs, with 
xach bulb consuming about 
10 watts, When an outdoor 
bulb burns out be sure to 
use the rubber washer when 
replacing it as this water- 
proofs the socket. 

If you are planning ex- 
tensive lighting for your 
home, it may be best to have 
a competent electrician do 
the work, When you connect 
strings of lights with add- 
on connectors, be sure you 
have no more than 60 ten 
watt bulbs in the total string, 

Don’t leave outdoor light- 


ing equipment up when the 
holiday season is over, The 
equipment will deteriorate 
as you procrastinate,

Training program for 
farm workers 


~-Issued by the District 
Agriculturist’s office, 
Alberta farmers can now 
train their own farm work- 
ers ana recelve compensa- 
tion from the federal 
government under its re- 
cently announced training on 
the job program, The far- 
mers pay 25 per cent of 
the man’s regular salary 
and Canada Manpower pays 
the remaining 75 per cent, 
According to Bill Bayda 


the provincial government’s 
supervisor of agricultural 
manpower, to qualify for a 
worker under the training 
on the job program, a far- 
mer must show that he Is 
capable of training the pros- 
pective employee and of pro- 
viding him with adequate 
housing and working con- 
ditions. An example of the

Avoid Holiday 
Clean-up Woes

Just a few tips to help 
you save time and energy 
when cleaning up the Christ- 
mas ‘leftovers,’ 

Wrappings - can be dis- 
carded quickly and easily by 
having a large empty card- 
board box close by or tn 
the center of the Christmas 
gift unwrapping area, When 
finished, just close the box 
and out to the garbage. 

Fabric Ribbon - can be 
saved after pressing by tap- 
ing one end in a loop around 
the bottom rung of a wire 
hanger. Hang this inthe back 
of a closet where it will be 
accessible for other pack- 
ages, 

Tinsel, Angel Hair, Brok- 
en Tree Ornaments - should 
be swept up before vacuum- 
ing. Large amounts of this 
matertal fill the vacuum bag 
that much more quickly and 
with some cleaners, they 
may cause damage 

Artificial Snow - can be 


removed from windows and 
mirrors by soaking with 
warin water, 

Cranberry and Gravy 


Stains - on washable items, 
soak in cold water, then wash 
in hot water and detergent, 
Fabrics with a special re- 
sin finish need a liquid det- 
ergent or grease solvent 
(e.g., Energene) applied be- 
fore washing. 

Unwashable fabrics - use 
an absorbant powder (curn- 
starch, talcum powder) or 
Sponge with dry-cleaning 
Quid. 

Candle Wax - should be 
scraped off linens or wood 
surfaces with a butter knife, 
Soak spots on fabric with 
cleaning fluid and wash as 
usual, Rub wood spots with 
a soft, dry cloth, 

Christmas Cards - you 
receive can be sent to child- 
ren’s hospitals, orphanages 
or charities to be used for 
craft projects and cutouts, 

Small tree ornaments - 
can be stored in empty egg 
cartons, Be sure to leave 
hooks on ornaments so they 
can be hung easily next year, 
Store tree lights in original 
boxes to prevent breakage 
of bulbs, Replace burnt out 
bulbs before storing. Put all 


Christmas decorations tn 
boxes and seal to prevent 
dust from seeping in, 
Artificial Trees - are best 
stored in their original car- 
tons. Note how the tree its 
packed as you remove it 
from the box, repack it the 
same way, Artificial plastic 
or metallic trees can be 
sponged or sprayed gently 
with a hose, Others should 
be dusted before storage.

The Homemaker

GREEN BALL = The name 
given to a new variety of 
cauliflower -- a cross be- 
tween cauliflower and bro- 
ecoli, The head resembles 
cauliflower, but is char- 
treuse green in color instead 
of the dark green of broccoll. 
Both fresh and frozen, Green 
Ball cooks faster, has less 
tendency to brown, a high 
eating quality, and {s less 
odoriferous, This cauli- 
flower has been extensively 
tested in Michigan and here 
in Canada for three years so 
{t should be available soon, 
ORGANICALLY GROWN - 
Supermarket trade publica- 
tlons and newspaper food 
sections are indicating the 
‘back to nature’’ cult ts 
becoming widespread. At 
this time there is no defini- 
tlon by the powers that be 
for the term ‘organically 
grown food.’’ However, a 
group of organic growers 
and retailers have suggested 
this one -- ‘Food produced 
on re-mineralized soils, 
rich in humus and blologi- 
cally composted, natural 
fertilizers without the use of 
synthetic agriculture che- 
nicals, dusts and sprays.’’ 
This group considers man- 
made fertilizers, fungi- 
eldes, herbicides and pest- 
{cides when applied to plants 
are poisonous. ‘‘Flavor’’ 
and ‘‘ You can taste the diff- 
erence’’ are the usual com- 
ments of the back to nature 
devotees who are willing to 


pay the higher prices for so 
called natural foods. I say 
**so called’’ because the fact 
that asign stating ‘‘organic’’ 
on a display of food does not 
necessarily mean the items 
were produced {nthe assum- 
ed manner, Rather, it might 
be that somewhere alongthe 
marketing cycle some ule- 
scrupulous person decided 


to take advantage of the 
‘real foods fad'’ to make 
money, There is no law 


against this practise unless 
special cures are attributed 
to a particular {tem, There 
are, of course, some bona 
fide producers of fresh 
vegetables and fruit grown 
without man-made chemli- 
cals and labelled organic, 
These are usually packaged 
under the producers name 
who ts then legally respon- 
sible. However, recently 
Dr. Bernard S, Schweigert, 
chairman of the Department 
of Food Sclence and Tech- 
nology at the University of 
California stated that acc- 
ording to the best knowledge 
we have, there ls no super- 
fority {n nutritive value of 
food grown organicaily com- 
pared with that grown by 
conventional methods, So 
perhaps it Ls just another fad 
of the moment,

Analysis 


Anyone who wants to have 
his water tested to see if It 
is sultable for livestock 
should contact the district 
agriculturist or send a 
sample to the veterinary 
laboratory, O. S, Longman 
Buliding, 6909 - 116 Street, 
Edmonton, 

The sample should con- 
sist of at least a pint of 
water, Veterinarians in the 
toxicology section of the lab- 
oratory will do the analysis 
and comment on the sult- 
ability of the water for diff- 
erent types of livestock, 

Sampies of water for hu- 
man consumption should be 
sent to the department of 
environment, Milner Bulld- 
ing, 10040 - 104 Street, 
Edmonton, This department 
accepts samples sent by 
health units, but does not 
analyse water intended for 
livestock only, Until quite 
recently, the toxicology sec- 
tion of the veterinary labor- 
atory tested all samples of 
water {ntended for both ani- 
mal and human consumption,
